Atrocious Treatment of the Help- | 
less Part of Campaign Plans | 
of Military Leaders. | 


POLICY OF FRIGHTFULNESS | 


Terrorism Declared a Necessary Prin- 

ciple in National Warfare—Bru- | 

talities May Be Said to Be Di- | 

rectly Attributable to the | 
Emperor Himself. 


The committee on public infor- 
mation, appointed by the president, | 
and consisting of the secrelary of | 


state, secretary of war, secretary of | 
the navy. and George Creel, official | 
censor, has made public a mass of | 
evidence dealing with German war | 
practices which shows the kaiser’s | 
leaders in the field and in command 
of capiured points to be direetly re- 
sponsible for the beastliness which 
has characterized the operations of 
the “Huns.” in the present conflict 
Quotations from the pamphlet fol- 
low: | 
For many years lenders In every elv- | 
{lized nation have been trying to make 
warfare less brutal, The great land- 
marks in this movement are the Ge- | 
neva and Hague conventions, The for j 
mer made rules as to the enre of the | 
sick und wounded and established the 
Red Cross, At the first meeting nt Ge- 
neva, In 1864, it was agreed, and unti! 
the present war it hus been taken for 
granted, that the wounded, and the doc- 
tors and nurses who cured for them 
would be safe from all attacks by the 
enemy. The Hague conventions. 
drawn up In 1899 and 1907, made addi- 








, tional rules to soften the usages of war 


and espectally to protect noncombat- 


}ants and conquered lands. Germany 
took a prominent part in these meet- 


Ings. and with the other nations sol- 
emnly pledged her faith to keep all the 
rules except one article In the Hague 
regulntions, This was article 44 
which forbade the conqueror to foree 
any of the conquered to give informa- 
tion. All the other rules and regula- 
tions she accepted in the most binding 
manner. 

Tut Germany's military leaders had 
no intention of keeping these solemn 
promises, They had been trained 
along different lines. Their leading 
generals for many vears had heen urg- 
ing a policy of frightfulness. In the 
middle of the nineteenth century Von 
Clausewitz was looked upon as the 
grentest military authority, and the 
methods which he advocated were used 
by the Prussian army in its successful 
wars of 1866-1871, Consequently be- 
enuse these wars had been successful 
the wisdom of Von Clausewitz’ meth- 
ods seemed to the Prussian army to be 
fully proved. 

Policy of Frightfulness. 

Now, the essence of Von Clausewitz 
tenchings was that suecessful war in- 
volves the ruthless application of force 
In the opening chapter of his master 
work, “Yom Kriege” (“On War"), he 
says: 

“Violence arms itself with the inven- 
tions of art and science. . . . Self- 
imposed restrictions, almost impercep: | 
tible and hardly worth mentioning. 
termed usages of international law, 
accompany it without essentially Im- 
palring Its power, Now, philan- 
thropic souls might easily imagine that 
there is a skillful method of disarm- 
ing or subduing an enemy without 
causing too much bloodshed, and that 
this is the true tendency of the art of 
war, However plausible this may ap- 
peur, still it is an error which must he 
destrayed; for in such dangerous 
things as war, the errors which pro- 
ceed from a spirit of ‘good-natured- 
ness’ nre precisely the worst. As the 
use of physical force to the utmost ex- 
tent by no means excludes the co- 
operation of the intelligence, It follows 
that he who uses force ruthlessly, with- 
out regard to bloodshed, must obtain 
n superiority, If his enemy does not 
so use It.” 

In 1877-78, in the course of a series 
of articles upon “Military Necessity 
and Humanity,” General von Hartmann 


Ism.” “The soldier who endures snt- 
fering. privation and = fatigue, who 
courts dangers, cannot take only ‘in 
proportion to the resources of the 
country. He must take all thot is nee 
essary fo his existence, One hos na 
right to deywand of him anything super- 
human.” “The great good in war is 
that it shonld be ended quickly. In 
view of this, every menns, except those 
Which are positively condemmnable 
must be permitted. I cannot. in any 
way, agree with the declaration of St. 
Petersburg when it pretends that ‘the 
wenkening of the military forces of the 
enemy’ constitutes the only legitimate 
method of procedure in war. No! One 
must attack all the resources of the 
enemy government, his finances, his 
railroads, his stock of provisions and 
even his prestige. . . .” 

Many other examples might be elted 
from the writings of German generals, 
The very best illustration of this atti- 
tude, however, is to be found in the 
emperor's various speeches, and espe- 
cially in his speech to his soldters on 
the eve of their departure for China In 
1900, On July 27 the kniser went to 
Bremerhaven to bid farewell to the 
German troops, As they were drawn 
up, ready to embark for China. he nd- 
dressed to them n last officinl message 
from the fatherland, The local news- 
paper reported his speech in full. Tn 
it appeared this ndyvice nnd admonition 
from the emperor, the commander in 
chief of the army, the head of all Ger- 
many : 

Soldiers Told to Be Merciless. 

“AS soon as you come to blows with 
the enemy he will he beaten, No mercy 
Will be shown! No prisoners will be 
token! As the Huns, under King At 
tila, made a name for themselves. 
which is still mighty in traditions and 
legends today, may the mume of Ger- 
man be so fixed In Chinn by your deeds, 
that no Chinese shall ever again dare 
even to look at a German askance. 
Open the way for Kultur once for all.” 

Even the imperial councilors seem to 
have been shocked at the emperor's 
speech, and efforts were promptly 
made to suppress the circulation of his 
exnet words, The efforts were only 
partly successful. A few weeks later 
when the letters from th» German sol 
diers in China were being published. 
in local German papors, the lending 
socialist newspaper, Vorwnerts, ex- 
eerpted from them reports of atroci- 
ties under the title “Letters of the 
Huns.” Many of the leaders in the 
reichstag felt very keenly the brutality 
of the emperor's speech, The obnox- 
fous word “Huns” had excited almost 
universal condemnation. When the 
reichstag met. in November, the speech 
was openly discussed. Herr Lieber of 
the center (Catholic party), after quot- 
ing the “no mercey” portion of the 
speech, ndded, “There are, alas, in Ger- 


many groups enough who have regard- | 


ed the atrocities told in the letters 


which have been published as the duti- | 


ful response of soldiers so addressed 
and encouraged,” The leader of the 
social democrats, Herr Bebel, spoke 
even more pointedly. Toward the end 


of a two-hour nddress on the atrocities ; 


committed by the German soldiers in 
China and on the speech of the em- 
peror, he said: 

“If Germany wishes to be the bearer 
of civilization to the world, we will 
follow without contradiction. 
Ways and means in which this world 
policy has been carried on thus far, In 
which it has been defined by the em- 
pere . . . are not. in our opinion, 
the way to preserve the world position 


of Germany, to gain for Germuny the | 


respect of the world.” 

The consequences of the emperor's 
speech Bebel aptly described: 

“By it the signal was given, garbed 
in the highest uuthority of the German 
empire, which must have most weighty 
consequences, not only for the troops 
who went to China but also for those 
who stayed at home. An expedition 
of revenge so barbarous as this has 
never occurred in the last hundred 
years and not often In history; at 
least, nothing worse than this has hap- 
pened in history, either done by the 
Huns, by the Vandals, by Genghis 
Khan, by Tamerlane, or even by Tilly 
when he sucked Magdeburg.” 

Atrocities in China. 

These atrocities in China or “Letters 
of the Huns” continued to be published 
in the Vorwaerts for several years and 
appeared intermittently in the debates 
of the reichstag as late us 1906, At 
that time the socialist, Herr Kunert, 
reviewing the procedure in n trial of 
which he had been the victim in the 
previous summer, stated that he had 
offered to prove “that German soldiers 
in China had engaged in wanton and 
brutal ravaging; that plunder, pillage. 
extortion, robbery, as well as rape and 
sexual abuses of the worst kind, had 
occurred on a very large senle nnd that

LONDON.—"‘\War must go on,” declared Lloyd George in the 
House of Commons today. ‘‘There is no real peace meaning either 
in Von Hertling’s or Uzernin’s statements.” 


BERNE.—The kaiser today wired Vou Hindenburg to hold him- 
selt in readiness to withdraw from the war, adding that Hindenburg's 
victories and the German army are the peace delegates that shall soon 
convince the allies in favor of peace. 


WASHINGTON.—Congress and officialdom generally agree that 
the President’s speech yesterday will hasten the elimination of Austria 
from the war. 


ZURICH.—An Austrian official now in Switzerland declared that 
there is no doubt that Austria will accept Wilson’s peace terms. 


SEATTLE.—James L. Crotty, well known attorney, died of 
pneumonia. 


PARIS.—France does not take seriously the signing of the peace 
treaty between the Central powers and Ukraine, 


AMSTERDAM.-—Von Hertling will reply to President Wilson's 
Czernin message next Tuesday. 


AMSTERDAM.—The Kaiser, replying to a congratulating tele- 
gram from Philipp Heinecken on Germany’s first peace, said: ‘‘It 1s 
only a small beginning made by Germany’s sword against the closed 
door leading to a general peace.” 


LONDON.—According to a correspondent of the Daily News 
facts are known which bring the possibility of a separate peace be- 
tween Austria-Hungary and the entente Allies much nearer.
